Personal experience I once called the Lowe's 
store up the street and I was told they had no retrieval service but that employee would be sent out to pick it up. 

I live on a corner ( Paxton/ Dronfield) and it's traveled by school kids, they often use the empty carts for riding/frolicing if 
you will.
